MANAGING DIRECTOR‘S MESSAGE 


As | have always felt that Children’s Theatre is an integral and important 
part of a summer theatre, | was happy to learn that prior to my appointment 
as managing director of the Playhouse plans had already been made to revive 
a Children’s Theatre program. So far we have had three professionally per- 
formed productions which have been well-received and have two more sched- 
uled for the balance of the season: ALADDIN on August 13 and PINOCCHIO 
on August 27. 


1976 is a perfect time for the Playhouse to put on children’s shows 
again as 50 seasons ago when Raymond Moore founded our theatre he had 
special children’s matinees twice a week with Remo Bufano’s marionettes the 
attraction. In 1928 Bobby Fulton gave puppet shows each Thursday at 3 p.m. 
and was so popular that he returned for several summers. In 1934 Michael 
and Patty’s Puppets performed for the youngsters, and Reinhardt the Magician 
also was on hand for a few seasons to entertain Cape children. 


During the tenure of the American Academy of Dramatic Arts at the 
Playhouse, the Academy students put on several children’s shows each year
